‘And yet this German government | 


has insulted the moral sense of the 
world by proclaiming that their past 
promises are not worth keeping.

formations were clearly  silhoutted 


against the sky. 

Then there is the Canyon Diablo, 
which we crossed on a_ concrete 
bridge, and four miles below, the 
railroad has built the highest rail- 
road bridge in the world. Its name 
is enough to describe it. The same 
name will fit Arizona roads very 
ricely, too. 

Twenty-one miles this side of Wins- 
low is Meteor mountain, its walls 
300 feet above the surrounding coun- 
try and the crater 


deep. We drove up to the rim and 
looked in. It is an immense, big 


hole in a big mountain. It is be- 
lieved by geologists and meteorolo- 
gists to have been formed by the im- 
pact of an immense falling body. 

The machinery is still in the mid- 
dle of the crater with which men 
drilled years ago, trying to find 
the meteor. 

Arizona is a wonderfu! state’ in 
many of its natural formations. We 
pass through the Petrified Forests 
tomorrow, near Holbrook: The road 
passes through two of the seven 
largest forests and within a few 
feet of the largest tree. 

I am mighty glad that we decided 
to make the trip by auto. It is THE 
trip of our lives thus far. 

Some one told us that after we 
had gone over Arizona roads once 
we would never wish to again. I be- 
lieve that he is right. We would 
not have missed the sights for any- 
thing, but “never again.” Perhaps 
by the time that we are ready to re- 
turn to California we will be able 
to drive over a paved highway. Let 
us hope so, anyway. 

We see California products on the 
market everywhere we go. ‘Smali 
oranges selling for 45c per dozen; 
grapefruit three for 25c, etc. 

At Flagstaff beans, snails, cookies 
and doughnuts sell for 25¢e per dozen. 
Gasoline 35¢e per gallon. Prices all 
high, if everything, in like propor- 
tion. 

We found the nights in Williams 
and Flagstaff cold. Winslow is 
warmer as it is out on the desert, 
elevation 4800. At Seligman we had 
to set our watches one hour ahead. 
We did not know this until we 
reached Williams where there is a 
big sawmill and the whistles blew 
at five o’clock for us instead of six 
o'clock, 

This has been written under diffi- 
culties, as you may well imagine, for 
most of the time we are on the go 
and when we are not there are wants 
to be supplied and rest needed. For 
where there are children there are 
many wants and few moments for 
thought and writing. 

However, we hope to follow this 
letter with a similar one next week.

creating a steady demand through- 
out the season, except for a few 
weeks following the entry of this 
country into the war. The shortage 
in the Florida orange and grapefruit 
shipments on account of frosts over- 
came to some extent California’s in- 
creased crops and a larger percent- 
age of the total citrus supply being 
handled through the Exchange, al- 
lowed of a more intelligent distribu- 
tion. No long periods of rain in the 
producing districts interfered with 
the steady movement of the crop 
and decay, losses on oranges were 
less than usual. The weather in 
the markets was favorable, except 
for a period of extreme cold just 
previous to Christmas, which inter- 
fered with the distribution and dam- 
aged the contents of many cars in 
transit. An insufficient supply of 
refrigerator cars during most of the 
year delayed the clean-up of the 
navel crop and the start of the Val- 
encias in spite of generally heavier 
loading, and shortage of labor and 
packi material at times interfer- 
ed with the movement. 

The Exchange has sold fruit in 
car lots to over two hundred addi- 
tional houses and in ninety-five addi- 
tional towns as compared with the 
pervious year. 


The Navel Orange Crop 

Considerable damage was done! 
to the navel crop in the lower lands 
of the early districts by a frost in 
November at about the time the 
first shipments were starting. The 
car situation prevented the shipment 
of a great deal of the damaged fruit 
in which the injury was not clearly 
apparent until some time later. The 


| first shipment of frosted fruit on a 


bare market brought good returns 
but seriously affected the later mar- 
ket as did the immature fruit ship- 
ped from some sections where ma- 
turity laws were not effective. Ex- 
change shippers, aided by our field 
department, used great care in the 
inspection of orchards and fruit to 
be packed under their regular labels 
and the Sunkist trademark, with the 
result that Sunkist was accepted by 
the trade as an assurance of quality 
and commanded prices accordingly. 

The last California legislature} 
passed a law providing a maturity 
standard for oranges. This specifies 
that they may not be shipped until 
the juice contains not less than eight 
parts of soluble solids to one part 
of acid (which is the standard sug- 
gested by the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture) or unless’ the 
fruit is substantially colored on the 
tree. This will apply to all sections 
and it is hoped will result in more 
uniformity in the delaying of the 
start of shipments until the fruit is 
good to eat. The consumer is the 
final arbiter and while he may buy 
once on looks, he will not buy again 
for some time unless the eating, 
quality of the fruit pleases him. A 
few high sales may be made on ear- 
\ly shipments of immature fruit, but 
the result will be a lower return for 
the crop as a whole, because of the 
jlack of demand when the heavier 
shipments move later. 

The Southern California navel 
crop was the largest that has ever 
marketed. Some damage was 
done to it by frost in a few sections 
during the winter but this occasion-

The Lemon Crop 


The California lemon shipments 
have shown a considerable increase 
over any other year. This was 


chiefly due to new acreage coming in- 
to bearing. California supplied 71 
per cent of the total consumption in 
the United States and Canada for 
the government’s fiscal year ending 
June 30, compared with 64 per 
cent the former year and 53 per cent 
five years ago. 

The foreign lemon importations 
were somewhat less than the pre- 
vious year but California’s increased 
shipments more than overcame this 
deficiency and the total consumption 
was greater than ever before. 

The distribution has been very 
wide and many new markets have 
been opened to California lemons for 
the first time. 

The markets were steady during 
the winter and spring months with 
the usual good summer demand and 
a very high market temporarily in 
August during the hot spell through- 
out the Eastern states. The extend- 
ed advetrising on lemons educating 
the consumers in their varied uses, 
has had much to do with the steady 
demand during the -season, particu- 
larly when the. weather was cool and 


;lemonade not in great demand. 


Considerable difficulty with de- 
cay has been encountered in the 
stored fruit, due partly to the cool 


weather during the winter and 
spring, lengthening the time the 
fruit was on the trees, and partly 


to the shortage of labor to pick the 
fruit when it should have been har- 
vested. Many’ shippers, however, 
were able to handle these condi- 
tions successfully and have delivered 
their fruit in the markets in Wetter 
shape than ever before. The

The Traffic Department 

There have been presented to the 
Carriers during the season 10,906 
claims for overcharge and loss and 
damage in transit, amounting to 
$279,151.47, a considerable propor-| 
tion of which was not collectel with- 
in the fiscal season due to the time 
necessary for investigation and _ set- 
tlement by the railroads. Our claims 
have naturally increased with the 
volume of the business, and 
above figures represent the largest 
number and amount of claims ever 
presented to the carriers within 
any one season. The collections on 
during the year, some of 
which cover those filed the latter 
part of the pervious season, aggre- 
gated $139,943.44, all of which was 
returned to the shippers, the  ex- 
pens of this service being included 
in the marketing cost. 

The investigation under the di- 
rection of the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture in cooperation 
with the carriers and citrus shippers 
has been continued through 
past seasons and some valuable data 
collected concerning the 
quality of citrus fruits in different 
kinds of equipment and under differ- 
ent methods of loading. It has 
been demonstrated that cars equip- 
ped with floor racks or false floors 
will carry fruit without freezing 
through much lower’ temperatures 
than the ordinary equipment and re- 
better when shipments 
move under ice. The car lines have 
decided to install false floors in all 
of their cars. The experiments are 
continuing and other important im- 
provements will undoubtedly be 
veloped,

The Sunkist Courier 

During the year the Exchange has 
established a monthly publication 
which is mailed to all Exchange 
growers and to all other citrus grow- 
ers whose names can be obtained. 
The object of the Sunkist Courier 
is to regularly and directly advise 
the producers of the important hap- 
penings in the industry and in the 
markets, which affect their inter- 
ests, and to keep them better and 
correctly informed of the _ policies, 
activities and accomplishments of 
the growers’ organizations. 

The number of citrus growers is 
large and new people are constant- 





immediately after the frost damage, 
largely by shippers inexperienced 
in the detection or grading of frost- 
ed fruit. The result was a minimum 
of unfiit fruit being packed under 
the Sunkist brand to damage its 
reputation or necessitate repacking 
in the markets. 

Through the department’s activities 
widespread measures of control for 
brown rot were put into effect by 
orange shippers who had formerly 
suffered heavy losses from this dis- 
ease. 

Methods of washing fruit have 
been especially investigated during 
the year and principles have been 
developed which should simplify and 
jmake the washing operations more 
effective. 

The Supply company, inaugurated 
lon May first, through a branch of 
ithe field department, work for the 
commercial selection of citrus buds 
from trees of known performance. 
iThis makes available in a commer- 
cial way the work that has’ been 
done by Mr. A. D. Shamel, of the 
|U. S. department of agriculture, on 
j}bud selection and is being carried | 
on with his cooperation. 

Along membership lines, the work 
| of the field department, in coopera- 
tion with the district exchanges and 
associations, has brought marked re- 
jsults.

The transfer of the headquarters | 
of the advertising department from 
Chicago to Los Angeles a year azo 
has brought it into more intimate 
contact with the industry and estab- 
j lished a closer relationship between 
the advertising and the work of the} 
other departments of the Exchange. 
The advertising by the Exchange 
has been carried on continuously for 
ten years. The shipments of Cali- 
fornia citrus fruits have increased

advertising is to keep before tne 
consumers the delicious and hea}th- 
fal qualities of citrus fruits and in-

The Fruit Growers Supply Company 

The Fruit Growers Supply com- 
pany, which is owned by the Ex- 
change growers and purchases for 
them their packing and orchard sup- 
plies, has transacted a business dur- 
ing the year of $5,459,574. The value 
of packing house supplies will ap- 
proximate $3,170,000, or about $900,- 
000 in excess of last year. Orchard 
supplies will total about $1,500,000 
being over $500,000 above last sea- 
son’s purchases. The cost of pur- 
chasing these materials was approxi- 
mately 85c for each $100 handled. 

The balance of the Supply com- 
pany’s business was its lumber op- 
eration at Hilt in the northern part 
of California, near the Oregon line. 
The lumber business has been pro- 
fitable and the box factory under 
their own control has been of great 
assistance. to Exchange growers in 
supplying extra quantities of box 
material when other mills failed in 
their supply. 

After paying all expenses and 6 
per cent on the capital invested and 
setting aside 10 per cent of earnings 
to reserve, the refund to purchasers, 
apportioned on the volume of goods 
bought, will be approximately $150,- 
000,

The Exchange By-Products Company 

The Exchange By-Products ¢com- 
organized by the Exchange 
lemon shippers, has handled during 
the season over 5100 tons of lemons 
not suitable for shipping. The sea-

Bernardino county’s second contri- 
bution to the cause of democracy in 
the world began its journey. 

Forty-seven men from district No. 
2, comprising Redlands, Highland 
and Colton, occupied a special car 
on the train. Many residents from 
those cities were at the station to 
give their boys a farewell. The des- 
ert contingent was _ scheduled to 
board the train at Barstow early this 
morning. 

Street Thronged 

The parade formed at- 10 o’ciock. 
The Liberty boys assembled at the 
courthouse, and*the officers named 
during the morning took charge, un- 
der the supervision of the members 
of the exemption board, with Major 
O. P. Sloat, his military orders of 
98 ringing out again up and down 
the ilne, showing the boys how to 
march. ‘ 

William Neilson was in command, 
and his lieutenants were James W. 
Cole of San _ Bernardino, George 
Francis Musgrove of Ontario, and 
Harold Moore of Upland. Charles M. 
Weber of San Bernardino was quar- 
termaster. The lieutenants each had 
charge of a sleeper on the train. 

The 106 marched to Fourth and D 

streets, where they received the in- 
itial applause of the continuous de- 
monstration that met them along 
the entire line of march to the de- 
pot. Red fire flared up its greet- 
ing and automobile horns greeted 
the boys at every corner. 
i Mayor J. W. Catick and _ “Fire 
Chief L. M. Field rode at the head 
of the parade, their automobile dec- 
orated in the national colors. Fred 
W. ‘Seccombe was the marshal of 
the parade. Following the mayor’s 
car were the three fire department 
trucks, each displaying the colors 
of the nation. Then came the band, 
next Company K, commanded by 
Captain Leo Stromee, a Red Cross 
delegation, and then the Liberty 
boys, followed by city officials and 
hundreds of automobiles. 

Officials of the city administra- 
tion were in charge of the demon- 
stration. 

At the assembly in the morning 
Chairman R. O. Price, of Upland, of 
the board, addressed the contingent 
and spoke feelingly, and then J. B. 
Glover, chairman of the board of su- 
pervisors, gave the county’s fare- 
well to its soldiers, 

“TI can’t tell how proud I feel of 
you boys,” said the veteran member 
of the board of supervisors, ‘or 
how much some of us older men 
wish we were with you.” 

The men were released to report 
at 5:30, and during the afternoon 
\the exemption board preseuted each 
with a ribbon badge, “Liberty Army, 
San Bernardino County, California.” 
|The badges were on golden ribbon, | 
ithe state’s color. The other two 
exemption districts’ contingents 
were also supplied with the badges. 

At 5:30 the photographer snapped 
the big group, lined up in front of! 
the courthouse, and then the roll 
was called, final instructions were 
given, and the berth checks were 
passed out. During the day the 
men had paired off as “bunk mates.”
